+ The Wards are of different fizes and all 15 feet 
high; they are kept very neat and clean, not croyded 
with beds, and well ventilated by having the conveni- 
ence of letting down the upper parts of the ſaſhes occa- 
ſionally in the Wards and in the Galleries communica- 

ting with them; which is done every day for a due 
time, when the weather will admit of it: and it is ob- 
ſerved by all people who enter theſe Wards that there is | 
not the leaſt offenſiveneſs; particular care having alſo 
been taken in reſpect to the adjacent Neceſſaries, which - 
has effectually obviated any complaint on that account. 


In a converſation relative to Hoſpitals, which I for- 
merly had with my worthy Friend Doctor Hunter, Con- 
ſulting-Phyfician to the Brownlow-Street-Hoſpital, he 
told me there were two Wards of equal length and 
breadth, one directly over the other, but the upper ſome

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Very judicious regulations have like- 
wiſe been eſtabliſhed by the Society, not 


only in ſelecting the ableſt and moſt ex- 


perienced principal Surgeons, but affiſt- 


ant Surgeons alſo regularly educated; as 
it is an object of the greateſt concernment 
to have ſuch ſubſtitutes to ſupply the 
place of the principals, when indiſpen- 
ſable engagements prevent their atten- 


dance. 


By theſe precautions and obſervances 
the patients will of courſe be properly 


attended, and ſubſcriptions not diſcou- 


raged through ſuggeſtions of any neglect: 


and by thus providing the Hoſpital with 
Surgeons in its infant ſtate, there is 


the greateſt probability of perpetuating a

Hoſpital, (which was the firſt that was 
founded upon voluntary contribution out 
of London in the year 1736, through 
the zeal and activity of Doctor Alured 
Clarke) it appears, that ſoon after its eſta- 
bliſhment, out of 872 patients admitted, 
there were no more then 59 whoſe caſes, 
in the opinion of the Phyſicians and Sur-

Were it neceſſary this might be offered 
as a cogent argument and incentive to en- 
courage and promote Inſtitutions of this 
nature: for in what place are they ſo likely 
to find ſuch advantages to recover their 
health, as in an Hoſpital well governed 
and regulated, where all due care is taken 
to have the benefit of ſuitable diet, pure 
air, cleanlineſs and every other requiſite, 
without having the wards crouded with 
patients? This laſt article is materially 
neceſſary to be obſerved, the neglect of 
which in ſome Hoſpitals, both at home 
and abroad, has been productive of dele- 
terious effects, as muſt inevitably be the 
conſequence of breathing in an impure 
atmoſphere, ſo contaminated with the 
effluvia of morbid bodies; tending alſo 
to the diſcredit of the Inſtitution and the 
Gentlemen appointed to take care of the 
ſick

ſick and lame. “ And thoſe who are 


improper ſubjects for admiſſion into this 


Aſylum may have the beſt advice and 
medicines without expence, to keep them 
from falling into the hands of bold 


quacks and ignorant pretenders. 


In this reſpe& the Empreſs of Ruſſia 
has taken particular care, as I have been 
informed by the late Doctor Mounſey's 
letters, who was long Phyſici n to her 
Imperial Majeſty and in high eſteem.

Fram the inevitable diſtreſſes of the poor, owing to a 
combination of cauſes, Inftitutions of this nature become 
more and more neceſſary.

It is not my deſign to enter minutely 
into the nature and cauſe of this fever. 
Upon the invaſion of it the pulſe in ge- 

/ neral was found not much too quick, 
but unequal and often depreſſed. The 
blood was then florid, with a looſe co- 
heſion, and in the progreſs of the diſeaſe, 
it frequently acquired a gelatinous ap- 
pearance, with little or no ſeparation of 

the ſerum from the craſſamentum: and 
at its height the craſis of it was more 
diſſolved, ſometimes reſembling molaſſes 
in colour and conſiſtence. Then the 
eruptions put on a purple or livid hue, 
and ſpaſms with delirium commonly 
ſoon ſupervened and cloſed the ſcene in

A Gentleman between 60 and 70 years 


of age, naturally of a very robuſt conſti- 


tution, but now greatly emaciated, had 
been for nine or ten years ſubject to diſ- 
orders of the urinary paſſages often voi- 
ding gravel and ſmall ſtones; and about 
three years ago had a large abſceſs form- 
ed in perinæo; which was opened by an 
old, experienced Surgeon ; but he did not 


The 
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The ulcer remained in a fiſtulous ſtate, 
and in a ſhort time he complained of 
uneaſineſs in the Rectum above the 
Sphincter Ani. This new complaint 


ſoon became very tormenting, and was 
long looked upon and treated as the in- 


ternal Piles, when, by introducing his 


own finger, he felt ſome - ſolid body, 
which was apprehended, by thoſe whom

From theſe conſiderations we propoſed 
cutting upon it, in order to extract it, 


after emptying the Rectum with a clyſter. 


The patient was ſo well ſatisfied with 
the propriety of this method, as to con- 


ſent to it directly; and the operation was 


judiciouſly performed by his Surgeon in 
ordinary, by cutting upon it through the 
SphinFer, making the wound ſufficiently 
large to extract it with facility.

Another great Perſonage after labour- 
ing ſome years under a great variety alſo 
of nervous ſymptoms complained parti- 
cularly of a violent pain of his arm, be- 
ginning at his fingers ends, frequently 
returning and gradually aſcending, and 
when advanced as far as where the Del- 
toid Muſcle is inſerted into the bone, 
then became fo excruciating as to make 
him with, with great earnefinels, to have 
his limb taken off.

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This Nobleman died under paralytic

attentive diſſection, we diſcovered no- 
thing amiſs, only a turgeſcence of the 
veſſels running upon the plicatures of 
the Pia Mater, and a conſiderable quan- 
tity of a lymphatic fluid in the n 
of the Brain. 


In the year 1760, I viſited a perſon in 
a kind of fever, that I knew not what 
Claſs to place it under, attended with a

theſe problems may ever be too difficult 
for the moſt ſagacious and accurate in- 
veſtigators to ſolve; yet could the cha- 
racteriſtic ſymptoms of this diſeaſe be 
early diſcovered, they might indeed con- 
duct us to ſome rational means both in- 
ternal and external, proving efficacious 
in its incipient ſtate to prevent the pro- 
greſs and cute it; but caſes of this na- 
ture are ſo rare, that they do not give 
the moſt attentive and curious obſerver 


opportunities of ſettling criterions to be 
relied on. 


The Parifian Caſe of Peter Supiot's 
wife, in ſome circumſtances, appears to 
be the moſt extraordinary of this nature,

Mo- 
rand, M. D. and Doctor Hoſty, who was 
then Phyſician to our Ambaſſador at the 
French Court, by the expreſs deſire of 
the Preſident of the Faculty of-Phyſic at

It was obſervable in this patient's caſe,

cloths like mercurial ointment, with 
ſuch an appearance alſo in conſequence 
of profuſe ſweats, upon the linen next 
her body, which could not be waſhed 
out with ſope, and the nurſes were ſen- 
ſible of the acrimony of this perſpirable 


matter, by the effect the waſh had upon 
their hands.
